^During all the time of this strike in 
Cleveland not a single car on any of 
the Hanna lines has been laid up, and 
the men have not called upon the offi­ 
cers of the company with a single pro­ 
test or demand. 
This is a record of 
absolute facts that makes the Demo­ 
cratic howl about Senator Hanna’s 
brutality" and his “labor crushing” 
absurd and ridiculous. 
The following story is well known 
to every man on Mr. Hanna’s road, 
and to thousands of others. It illus­ 
trates the character of the man whom 
all the employes of the road kindly 
refer to as “the old man’’:

The 
older employes affectionately refer to 
Mr. Hanna as "the old man." He is a 
father to them. They go to see him 
whenever they want to, and there is 
no red tape to frighten them. If a man 
is sick and his family suffering, the 
company physician calls at the house 
and attends him free of charge. 
A 
coal wragon calls at his house in win­ 
ter with fuel; the grocery wagon de­ 
livers provisions, and 
the 
bills are 
sent to the "Little Consolidated” treas­ 
urer. 
Employes who have been in the 
service of the company for a term of 
years are the envy of all the new men. 
The old men are absolutely sure of a 
com etence in their old age. 
When 
they are incapacitated for 
streetcar 
work they are given easy positions vir­ 
tually on a pension. 
The employes in the offices of M. A. 
Hanna & Company are treated with 
the same justice and liberality. Every 
man in a responsible 
position 
has 
worked his way from 
the 
bottom. 
Every man who enters the service of 
Mr. Hanna in these offices has before 
him a prospect of a 


Position For Life, 
with the reward of promotion for loy­ 
alty and energy. It is not to be won­ 
dered at that the sentiment of loyalty 
to the "Chief’’ (Mr. Hanna) is here 
seen as in few offices in the world. 
The employes are paid a yearly salary, 
and they draw it, rain or shine, in 
sickness and health. They are prac­ 
tically members of a big family, and 
any sickness in the families of 
the 
men is immediately made a company 
matter, and frequently the senator is 
seen striding up a back street on his 
way to visit the bedside of a sick wife 
or child of some employe who has been 
unfortunate. Every man is given 80 
days' vacation, with full 
pay, each 
year. It is no exaggeration 
to say 
they all love Mark Hanna. 
There Is another way to find out the 
real character of Senator Hanna. Go 
to the heads of the charitable organ­

There are hut two street 
railroad system s in Cleveland, known 
respectively as the "Big Consolidated” 
and the “ Little Consolidated.”

has never been a strike on the “Little 
Consolidated" 
system , or 
any 
line 
owned by Mr. Hanna before the con­ 
solidation. 
In the 25 years of Sena­ 
tor H anna’s 
connection with 
street 
railw ays he has never had a strike. 
Im m ediately after the strike on the 
“Big Consolidated” was inaugurated a 
strong effort was made to induce the 
em ployes 
on 
Mr. Hanna's 
road to 
strike out of sym pathy with th© men 
on the “Big Consolidated.” 
A number 
of m eetings of the men were called. 
Com m ittees from the union, the offi­ 
cers of the national association and 
the officers of the many local labor or­ 
ganizations addressed the men, urg­ 
ing them to join in a sym pathy strike.

John R. McLean is 
the 
principal 
owner of 
the Washington 
Gaslight 
company. 
It ie a great money-maker, 
and a monoply. 
The company charges 
$1.50 a thousand feet for gas, and for 
years congress has been trying to re­ 
duce the price to JI. 
It was consid­ 
ered necessary for 
the 
company to 
maintain a costly lobby at each ses- 
•i*n of congress to prevent legislation. 
~ couple of years ago, says the Los 
Angeles (Cal.) Times, John took tbs 
tabbying in band himself. 
The house 
had passed a bill reducing the price of 
gas to $1 a thousand feet. 
The bill 
was pending in the senate. 
One day McLean met the late Sena­ 
tor Harris of Tennessee on Pennsyl­ 
vania 
avenue. 
Harris was a bluff, 
hard-swearing, straightforward, 
hon­ 
est and simple-minded man. 
He was
